In a recent speech on the Transvaal 
war Hon. Jos. Chamberlain said; We 
are fighting for good governmen: and 
freedom from oppression, fighting for 
the due preformance of sacred prom- 
ises, for the observance of solemn con- 
ventions, fighting also, to resist an 
‘attack on thé Queen’s duminions, and 
insult and injury to her Joyal subjects. 

It is a great war upon which we 
are entered... We are told che Trans- 
vanl is a weak power, but weakness inl 
war depends not on wealth nor num- 
bers, and the Transvaal at the time of 
the unwarranted and extraordinary 
and insolent attack upon her Majesty’s 
terrilories was by far the greatest mil- 
itary power in South Africa. (Hear, 
hear.) For years the Boers had armed 
and prepared for this contingency, and 
when it is remembered we are over 
6,000 miles from South Africa, and even 
onj landing 3,500 miles from our ulti- 
mative objective, it is net. surprising 
that the Boers thought they would 
defeat us, and had already toasted the 
driving of the British red-jackets in 
to the sea. We owe it to the magni- 
ficent defence made by a hané@ful of 
troops who ield forts in Natal and 
on the colony border that we did not 
find al] South Africa under the Boer 
flag. ‘We shall contiaue to watch an- 
xiously this great struggle, with minds 
prepared, if need be, for reverse, not 
too exultant of victcries, and wait- 
ing in entire and absolute confidence 


as to what that end wil! be.

LOSSES AT STORMBERG. 

The war office has received from 
Gen. Gatacre the foilowing list of cas- 
ualties furnished by a correspondent | 
who was permitted to visit the Boer 
camp with the chaplains, and is be- 
lieved to be reliable: 

Second Royal Irish—Ten killed and 


thirty-two. wounded. 

First East Lancashires—One woun- 
ded. 

Second Northumberlands— Iwelve 
killed and twenty-seven wounded. 

All the above wounded men are pris- 
oners. 
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“OUR LOYAL COLONIES” 
Loidon Telegraph. 


By far the most pleasing feature in | 


connection with events in South Africa 
is the prompt and loyal menner in 
which our various Colonies have come 
to the assistance of the Mother Coun 
try. The practical help they will ren- 
der is unquestionably of the greatest 
use, and will prove that Britain’s sons, 
be they reared in the snows of Canada 
or on the sun-scorched plains of Aus- 
tralia, are still made of the self-same 
stuff that enabled their forefathers to 
create and keep our mighty Empire. 
But of even greater importance (says 
the “Standard”) is the moral effect of 
this object lesson to the other nations 
of the world, unwelcome though it un- 
fortunately is in several instances. 
In past ages England has more than 
once been called upon to defend herself 
single handed against a combination 
of other powers, and still managed to 
exist; but the scene is now changed and 
the old lion whose own powers have 
not diminished. can now reckon on the 
assistance of some of his stalwart pro- 
geny, whose budding prowess to-day 
is suggestive of their respective 
strength in time to come. At this 

moment contingents of troops from 
Canda and Australia are on their way 
to the Cape, and the former colony has 
now offered us further help on learn- 
ing of the misfortune near Ladysmith. 
Shpbuld it be necessary, it is stated 
that a brigade of five thousand men 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
home anthorities: but though the lat- 
ter cannot fail to appreciate the spirit 
which prompted the offer, it is not 

likely that any additional aid, beyond 
perhaps a regiment a thousand strong, 
will be needed. The public enthusiasm 
in Canada is so great that already more 
than enough men have volunteered for 

this corps in case it is wanted.. As 
a nation we have just beer compli- 
mented on retaining our sang-froid in 
face of reverses, and perhaps we shall 
be pardoned for feeling touched and 
proud of this fresh proof of the affec- 


tionate loyaity of our colonies.

STORMBERG. 
Stormberg has few superiors as a 


place of strategical importancein 
northern Cape Colony. It isa railway 
junction, fifty miies north-west of 
Queenstown and eighteen miles from 
Burghersdorp. The Stormberg Moun- 
tains which surround the town are 
great masses; with many precipices 
and covered with boulders, making a 
favorable stronghold for fighting 
under the Boer tactics. The ascent 
to the towm is made by zigzag trails 
which for a greater portion of the dis- 
tance wind between precipitous de- 
clivities, offering exceptional oppor- 
tunities for ambushes. 

During the early weeks of the war 
Stormberg was occupied by the Brit- 
ish forces, but on November 2. General 
Buller, learning that the Free State 
Boers had crossed the border from 
Smithfield in strong feree, ordered 
the towa evacuated, the troops re- 
treating to Queenstown. 

On Sunday, November 26, the Boers 
in force occupied Stormberg, thus cut- 


| ting railway communication between 


General Gatacre, with 6,000 troops at 
Queenstown, and General French with 
a smaller force at Naauwpourt. Im- 
mediately after tie occupation of the 
town the Boers commenced fortifying 
the place, and the move, which was 
generally considered another evidence 
of aggressive Boer tactics in northern 
Cape Colony, had a great moral effect 
on the dissatisfied Dutch residents. 

In the last week in November Gen- 
eral Gatacre, having been re-inforced, 
moved north and occupied Bushmen’s 
Hook, about halfway between Queens- 
town' and Molteno. On December 2nd 
he moved on to Putter’s Kraal.

MANITOBA CROP REPORT. 

The final bulletin for the season of 
1899, giving crop and other inform- 
ation, was published Wednesday last, 
The yield of wheat for the provinte 
is placed at 17.13 bushels per acre. 


The August Estimate was 
20.550 bushels per acre. The 
total wheat crop, on the reduced 


estimate of yield, is 27,922,230 bush- 
els, instead of 33,504,000, according 
to the August report. The yield of 
oats is plaved at 38.80 bushels per 
acre, and a total crop of. 22,318,378 
bushels. Barley, 29.4 bushels per 
acre and a total crop of 5, 379,156 
bushels. Flax 14 bushels per acre, 
total crop, 304,920 bushels. Potatoes, 
168.5 bushels per acre, total crop, 
3,226,395 bushels. 

The make of butter for the season 
is estimated at 1,354,240 pounds of 
dairy butter which realized 14.44 
cents per pound ard 1,002,809 pounds 
of creamery butter which realized 
18.75 cents per pound. Factory cheese, 
848,587 pounds, which realized 10.14 
cents per pound. 

Shipments of cattle from the pro- 
vince are placed at 12,000 head of 
beef cattle and 35,000 head stockers. 
Of the latter, 15,000 are said to have 
been shipped to the territorial range 
country, and 10,000 to the United 
States. No sheep or hogs were shipped 
out of the province. The number of 
read of live stock held by farmers 
does not show much change|compar- 
ed with last year.

MAGERSFONTEIN. 

The correspondent of the Standard 
at Modder river, describing the fight 
at Mgerfontein, says;—“Six miles 
had to be covered before the Highland 
brigade could reach the Boer strong- 
hold. It is not yet clear through what 
mischence the force, which was led 
by guides, came upon the Boer trenches 
80 unexpectedly and so suddenly. 

“Beyond question the Boers were 
aware of the approach of the British, 
and; had prepared to receive them. 

“Our men were totally unprepared. 
They. had not even fixed bayoneis The 
disaster was all the more exasperat- 
ing because of the consciousness that 
had the brigade been extended, and 
with bayonets fixed, the trenches. 
might have been successfully rushed 
with far-iess sacrifice of life.” 

Supplementary reporis from Ma- 
gersfontein make it clear that but for 
the disaster to the Highland brigade 
the) British loss would have been com- 
paratively imsignificant. It i- evi- 
dent that General Methuen pushed 
forward the Highlanders in the hope 
ef surprising the enemy, who were too 
Wary or too well informed by ‘their 
peouts. The failure is all the more ex- 
asperating because the attack seemed 
80 near to success. The question, of 
the Boer losses is no nearer elucida- 
tion. Ore prisoner says the Boers 
evatuated the hills and trenches dur- 
ing Sunday’s shelling, returning at 
nightfall. 

The Daily Chronicle’s correspond- 
ent’s account indicates that the British 
withdrawal from their advanced posi- 
tion on Tuesday was in consequence 
of the heavy guns of the enemy reach- 
ing them. These opened in the morn- 
ing with a hot shell fire, from which 
the British had little cover, and which

CANADIAN CATTLE IN /ENGLAND. 

Copy of the Swansea, Wales, Daily 
Post, is te hand containing an article 
favoring the establishment.of a Can- 
adian cattle trade at Swansea. It 


is valuable as showing that the Brit- 
ish trade in Canadian catile is likely 


to increase rather than decrease; 

The meeting brought together on 
Thursday to help along the scheme for 
establishing a foreign cattle trade at 
Swansea was an exceedingly good one 
in\ point of numbers and the class of 
those present. It will be surprising if, 
as the result of it, the company that is 
being promoted is not successfully 
floated. Local butchers, faced by a 
home supply inadequate in quantity 
and poor in quality, are strongly in 
favor of it, and if the co-operation of 
a few men of means were secured, 
the experiment could be tried with-- 
out delay. It would be a substantial 
gain to the port to be able to estab- 
lish a foreign cattle trade since every 
cargo of beasts inward would tend to 
make the exports better. 

Nothing definite was said on the 
point, but the speakers encouraged the 
inference that the cattle to be im- 
ported would be those of the River 
Plate and Texas. But why is the 
Canadian supply to be left out of ac- 
count? If, instead of going to tropi- 
cal countries, where meat is inclined 
to be stringy, the promoters went to 
Canada for catiie and induced the 
government to relax tbe existing 
regulations so as to permit the cat- 
tle to graze upon British soil, the re- 
sult would be that the pubiie would 
receive meat in all respects equal to 
that of cattle born and bred in this 
country. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
the exchange of trade between Great 


Britain and Canada is steadily in- 
creasing, and it is a patriotic duty to 
give preference to the latter. The 


Canadian government by deepening 

existing canals and constructing ex- 
tensions is about to make a bold bid 
for the wheat which, though grown 
in the Dominion, is allowed to cross 
over inte the States, there to lose its 
distinctiveness and suffer deteriora- 
tion by admixture with inferior Am- 
erican wheat. Jf, when the Cana- 
dian government has completed the 

work for cheapening transit, there 
should appear a working scheme for 
importing cattle into this country, the 
latter circumstance would be bound 
to react upon other undertakings of 
the’ kind, and the net effect would be 
a further advance in the importance

CANADIAN MILITIA. 

An Ottawa despatch ' says: The 
istal number of men in the active mi- 
iiia of Canada, according to the last 
establishment’ list: , is 36,652. The de- 
sire of the msjor-general command- 
ing is to increase this number by 7,000, 
and eventualiy to bring up the total 
Strength ‘of the Canadian national 
army to fifty thousand men on a peace 
footing and 100,009 on a war footing. 

General Hutton has evolved the 
necessary machinery for augmenting 
the strength of existing units. He 
contends that it is impracticable to at- 
tempt any form of administration for 
the mobilization of a large body of men 
unless the existing small units, of 
varying strength, are increased: in 
numerical strength, and made up to a 
uniform establishment. Regiments of 
cavalry, batteries of artillery and bat- 
talions of infantry, he Maintains, must 
necessarily be of uniform strength. 
The suggested change could be carried 
out gradually. The general has talk- 
edithe matter over with the minister, 
and Dr. Borden will announce the gov- 
ernment’s view of the general’s sug- 
gestions when the estimates 
brought down. ; 

At different points in British Co- 
lumbia, Rossland, Nelson, Kamloops, 
Kaslo and Revelstoke, effective rifle 
companies exist. It is proposed to 
constitute them into a regiment of 
of Rocky Mountain rifles, and to bring 
them together each year for 12 days’ 
training.

TUGEL4 RIVER. 

The ‘lugela river, across which Gen. 
Buller attempted to force his way yes- 
terday, is the principal river*of Na- 
tal. It rises in the hiils separating the 
colony from the Orange Free State, 
passes through Colenso and flows east- 


ward emptying finally into the 
Indian  csean. Like all other 
rivers in the colony, it is not 
navigable owing to the sandy 
bars at the mouth. The point 


on\the river which Gen. Buller decid- 
ed to ford is not a dangerous part. The 
water is shallow particularly at this 
Season of the year. Colenso is situated 
onthe northern side of the stream’ and 
cannot be more than twenty miles from 
Ladysmith and only about ten miles 


from Frere where the British 
force mobolized, and _ five miles 
from Chieveley, the camp te 
which the British retired  af- 


ter Gen. Buller withdrew his forces. 
One of Buller’s brigades that under 
General Hildyard, had evidently cross- 
ed the stream on the right, and occu- 
pied Colenso, finding that place practi- 
cally deserted. It was the other bri- 
gade, that under Gen. Hart, attempt- 
ing to cross farther up the stream, up- 
on which the enemy concentrated their 
combined attack. The two brigades 
were two miley apart.

MAGERSFONTELN. 

The correspondent of the Standard 
at Modder river, describing the fight 
at Magersfontein says: ‘A distance 
of six miles had to be covered before 
the Highlander brigade could reach 
thé Boer stronghold. It is not yet 
clear throuzh whbat mischance’ the 
force, which was led by guides, came 
upon the Boer trenches so unexpected- 
ly and so suddenly. 

“Beyond question the Boers were 
awara of the approach of the British 
and had prepared to receive them. 
Alccording to one version, two High- 
landers, either through nervousness or 
clumsiness, discharged their rifles pre- 
maturely, but it is equally probable 
that the advance Boer scouts convey- 
ed the intelligence of the coming of 
the British troops. 

“The ambulances started early yes- 
terday; morning, under a flag of truce 
to collect the wounded and bury the 


. 


eral Wauchope, who led the Highland 
brigade, was found dead near the 
Boer trenches, shot through the chest 
and thigh. Only a few wounded were 
found near the trenches. Severa! 
wounded Boers were taken to the 
British hospital. The side of the 
hill and the immediata neighborhood 
of the Boer trenches showed dead 
bodies all about the place in heaps. 
One wounded Boer said that their loss 
was terrible. The whole of the 
Scandinavian contingent was destroy- 
ed. Judging from the information 
gleaned from the Boer wounded and 
from prisoners taken in different 
parts of the field, the Boer losses 
must exceed 700. Destruction wrought 
by the naval guns is enormous.

MAGERSFONTEIN. 
The best account of that battle 
comes from the Standard’s  corres- 


pondent, who says no precaution that | 


could be taken by prudence had been 
everlooked. Every kopje occupied by 
the Boers was shelled by the naval 
brigade Saturday and the next day, 
with the object of demoralizing. the 
Boers, while the whoie -of General 
Methuen’s artillery poured a_ hot 
fire into the laager and kopjes. The 
Boers made but a feeble attempt to 
reply with the twelve guns at their 
disposal,and at midnight General Me- 
thuen sent Major General Wauthope 
to move on the Boer position, with the 
troops of the Highland brigade, con- 
sisting of the First Highland Light 
Infantry, the First Argyle, and Suth- 
erland Highlanders, and the Second 
Seaforths. 

They were led by guides through a 
night of darkness, which was intensi- 
fied by rainfall. At twenty minutes 
past three, while still in quarter col- 
umn, they encoutered a teriffic fire 
from trenches at the base of the kopje 
occupied by the Boers, and although 
not yet daylight the burghers’ volley 
did such tremendous execution at a 
range of 300 yards that the British 
troops wree compelled to retreat. The 
brigade suffered heavy loss, and the 
Royal Highlanders, the Black Watch 
in particular met with terrible slaugh- 
ter, only 160 being mustered on re- 
forming the battalion. Nothing more 
could be done until the rest of the 
main body had come up. 

Then, at daylight, the British ar- 
tillery consisting of 31 guns, began 
a bombardment that lasted through- 
out the day. The Boers made nec se- 
rious attempt to reply with their 
guns, but their rifle fire was so per- 
sistent, so concentrated and so well 
directed, it was absolutely impossible 
for the British infantry to take the 
position by assault. In the course of 
the forenoon, the Gordon Highlanders 
were sent to the front by Methuen and 
advanced with the utmost gallantry 
to attack the Boer centre near to 
where lay their dead and wounded 
comrades of the Highland brigade. The 
Boers were, however so well entrench- 
ed it was found physically impossible 
to carry the position, and the Gor- 
dons were also compelled to retire. 
Methuen then gave up the attack, 
and Tuesday morning both sides oc- 
cupied the positions held before the 
fight. ( 

Apparently Methuen is not discour- 
aged by the repulse. In the second 


despatch sent off from Modder river 
late Tuesday evening, he expiains 
that as the Boer trenches were 


strongly held in the morning, he had 
retired to what appears to be his 
old position. The withdrawal was ef- 
fected in perfect order, and he gives 
assurances that he is in perfect’ se- 
curity. He confirms on authority of 
prisoners, and from the Boers speak- 
ing to men with the ambulances, as 
to the severity of the Boer losses. 
He gathered that they had suffered 
terribly, some corps being quite wiped 
out, and speaks in high terms of the 
kindness shown by the Boers to the 
British wounded.
